NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
forty-three persons were killed 
and 127 others injured Wednes- 
day night in the second explo- 
sion within three months aboard 
3 train in a rebellious area of 
eastern India, the Indian gov- 
ernment radio announced. 
' The broadcast said the blast 
shattered several compartments 
of the Tinsukia-New Jalpaiguri 
train as it stood in Lumding 
railway station. Medical teams 
and nvestigators were rushed 
to the isolated town deep in the 
wild Naga hills about 350 miles 
northeast of Calcutta.

Posthumous 
Award to 
Paratrooper 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Presi- 


dent Johnson presents the Med- 
al of Honor posthumously today 
to a young Negro paratrooper 
who threw himself on a Commu- 
nist hand grenade in South Viet 
Nam and absorbed the blast 
with his body to protect four 
fellow soldiers. 


A White House ceremony was 


scheduled at noon to honor 19- 
year-old Pfc. Milton L. Olive 
III of Chicago with the nation's 
highest military decoration. 


The youth's father, Milton L. 


Olive of Chicago, and about 20 
other relatives of the hero were 
flown to Washington Wednesday 
night f o r the cermony. T h e 
dead soldier is the third person 
and first Negro to be awarded 
the Medal of Honor for service 
in Viet Nam. 


Young Olive was killed in ac- 


tion against Communist forces 
in Viet Nam Oct. 22, 1965, after 
falling on the grenade. The cita- 
tion credits that act with saving 
the four lives. 


The citation states: "Through 


his bravery, unhesitating action 
and complete disregard of his 
own safety, he prevented addi- 
tional loss of life or injury to the 
members of his platoon. Pvt. 
Olive's conspicuous 
extrardi- 


nary heroism and intrepidity at 
the risk of his own life above 
.and beyond the call of duty'are. 
in the highest tradition of the 
United States Army and reflect 
great credit upon himself and 
the armed forces of his coun- 
try." 


For Olive's father, a slim, 


soft-spoke nwarehouseman, his 
son's death had an added pur- 
pose, he proudly told the Chica- 
go City Council during a cere- 
mony Wednesday. 


"During World War II," Olive 


said, "unfortunate 
statements 


were made about the service 
and bravery of the Negro to our 
country.

A—Here are a few suggestions offered by the American 


Medical Assn., to help executives and most'Americans pre- 
serve their health. 


Watch your weight. Strenuous diets usually aren't neces- 


sary. Just eat less. 


Exercise. Golf is fine. Brisk walks will serve just as well 


as golf, probably better. 


Take vacations—real vacations. 
Smoke less. Better still, quit smoking altogether, if yen 


can. 


Cut down on drinking. 
Get plenty of sleep. "Without the use of drugs, if at all 


possible. Put business worries out of your mind when you 
leave the office. 


Q—I want to trim off some weight now to look good in my 


bikini this summer. Please give me some easy rules. Don'"t 
tell me to count calories. That makes me nervous. 


A—Here is an easy guide. In general foods LOW in cal- 


ories are usually thin, dilute, clear, fresh, watery or crisp. 
Foods HIGH in calories are usually thick, oily, greasy-crisp, 
smooth, gooey, sweet or sticky, compact or concentrated, 
alcoholic. 


Use a minimum amount of fats, oils, sugars and flour in 


cooking. Plan meals around meat, fish, poultry, vegetables 
and fruit. Boil, broil, stew, bake or pressure-cook foods. 
Do not fry them. Keep seasoning with butter or margarine 
to a minimum. Use condiments, herbs, spices, green pepper 
and onion instead of high-calorie dressings and sauces. Use 
poultry often but avoid eating the skin or the dressing. Make 
lean meats the backbone of your eating plan but trim off 
all visible fat. Avoid gravies and sauces. Use fish, broiled 
baked or boiled. Select fish without dark streaks. Use fluid 
milk or non-fat dry milk. Concoct low-calorie salad dress- 
ings using commercial yogurt in place of sour cream. 


Serve a salad at the beginning of the meal. Serve raw- 


fruits that can be enjoyed without sugar. Drain syrup from 
canned fruits.

Is it the 
glow of health or of fever? 


The three big spenders— con- 


sumers, business and govern- 
ment—all have been paying out 
more dollars.

more units of output. 


Still, the rate of increase is 


larger than at any time since 
TO>0 when consumer panic buy- 
ing at the outset of the Korean 
War sent the economy soaring— 
in terms of dollars if not of 
health. 


The unexpected gain this year 


hasn't been due to panic buying. 
It has been due more to af- 
fluence. The spenders— consum- 
ers, business and government— 
all have had more dollars to

this year than l a s t , because 
many wage scales have risen, 
and because in 1964 rnd 1965 
federal tax rates were cut with 
the aim of promoting prosperity 
and cutting unemployment. It 
worked. The nagging question 
now is if it worked loo well. 


Business has more to spend 


4Jfris year, partly because it too 
enjoys lower (ax rates than a 
few years back, but mainly be- 
cause sales and profits have 
been soaring to record heights.

And also the government debt

1966. The president has asked 
federal departments and agen- 
cies to trim government spend- 
ing, or at least to postpone some 
of it.

The rule of thumb is that 


if you can bend the cutting 
without snapping it, you can 
be pretty sure it's ready. 


If you're making your first 


attempt 
at 
propagation, it 


may pay you to take more 
4jhan one cutting. Take your 
cuttings 3 or 4 inches long, 
with the lower end cut just be- 
low a leaf joint. Keep only one 
or two leaves at the top. 


Keep cuttings moist until 


you stick them into your root- 
ing medium. Use a mixture 
of damp sand and peat moss 
or vermjculite. 
About half 


the stem length should be 
covered. 


Modern rooting hormones 


available in garden supply 
stores encourage root develop- 
ment. Follow label directions 
implicitly. Be careful not to 
use too much. 


Plastic bags make a sub- 


stitute "greenhouse" to supply 
needed humidity, 
especially 


when you have only a few 
cuttings in a flower pot. 


Bend old wire coat hangers 


in half-loops to keep 
the 


plants from t o u c h i n g the 
plastic. 


After about a month, check 


on whether your cuttings are 
rooting. Be gentle with any 
you replace. 


Remove the'plastic cover 


little by little over a period of 
several days to harden off 
the new p l a n t s . Then pot 
them in a mixture of equal 
parts of t o p s o i 1, sand and 
peat moss or leaf mold.
